OFFICE oF STATE TREASURER, 
Jackson, Miss., January 2d., 1888. f> 
His Excellency, Robert Lowry, Governor of Mississippi: 

Sin—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
note requesting me to furnish you, before the first of January, 
1888, in writing, “the financial status of the State Government, 
as shown by the records in your (my) office. embracing the 
amount of the State’s payable and non-payable indebtedness, 
and if there has been an increase of the same, the reasons in 
your (my) opinion therefor, at the earliest "practicable mo- 
ment. I haye'prepared the following statement, which will 
be found in my biennial report through you to ‘the Legisla- 
ture. 

The entire indebtedness of the State was, on the firstday of 
January, 1888, $3,752,904.01. From that may be deducted 
such claims against the State as are exclusively under the con- 
trol of the Legislature :

Subtracting the latter amount from the former, it will appear 
that the receipts from usual sources exceed the disbursements 
on usual accounts, $9,210.96. This amount would perhaps-be 
about the same for the present year, exceptthat the expenses 
of a session of the Legislature must be met. 

The last session cost, besides gas and fuel, $78,894.27. 
Should this be the cost of the present session, and the receipts 
and disbursements remain unchanged, a deficit of $69,681.31 
would be created, . ; 

From the Auditors report it will be seen that the levy of 3$ 
mills produced in 1887, $414,775.48, which will guide the Legis. 
lature in determining what will be necessary to meet appropria. 
tions made at present session, and provide for debts already cons 
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tracted. Of the outstanding indebtedness, it will be noted that 
$246,000.00 are represented by four per cent. bonds, issued 
under act of March 5, 1880, to insurance companies, to enable 
them to make the required deposit fo entitle them to do busi- 
ness in the State. This amount of bonds becomes due Janu- 
ary Ist, 1890. Of this amount $71,000.00 have been withdrawn 
by these companies ceasing to do business, and sold, and are 
now in circulation, and will be presented for payment at matur- 
ity. The balance, $175,000.00, are still on deposit by those 
companies remaining in business within the State, and unless 
withdrawn and disposed of, may be refunded at maturity, other 
wise it will become necessary to provide for the payment, at 
maturity, January 1st,1890, of the entire issue. We must also 
consider the fact that $15,000.00 of the bonds issued to the A. & 
M. College, under act of April 10th, 1876, were under act of ` 
March 7th, 1882, sold, and will be presented for payment when 
due, January Ist, 1896. 

The five per cent bonds issued under act of March 15th, 1884, 
mature 7th January, 1895. The amount out is $153,500.00. 
Of the $500,000.00 six per cent. bonds authorized by act of March 
18th, 1886, $478,500.00, have been sold. These mature Janu- 
ary Ist, 1907. 

Insurance companies have on deposit $105,000.00, upon which . 
the State pays four per cent. interest, and which is subject to 
be withdrawn at the pleasure of the company, upon giving six 
months notice, on the 15th of January next succeeding the ex- 
piration of six months from the publication of the notice. One 
company will be entitled to withdraw on the 15th inst, having 
given the required notice, its deposit of $25,000.00 in currency. 

In order to determine the levy necessary to yield sufficient 
revenue to meet appropriations, I will illustrate by showing 
‘collections for last year, and what proportion of same was 
available for general purposes, after deducting amounts col- 
lected and paid over to counties on account of railroads, 
common school fund, und interest on the permanent debt. Ex- 
clusive of receipts from, sale of bonds, there was paid into the 
Treasury, $853,786.38 from all other sources. Of that amount 
the common schools received $259,164,34; the counties on ac- 
count of railroad tax are entitled to $93,544.65, while the inter- 
est on permanent interest-bearing debt was $108,640.04, leav- 
ing as available to meet all other expenses, including those of 
the Judiciary, Executive and Legislative departments, and the 
support of the charitable institutions, and the main support of 
the educational institutions, and to pay the interest on sll the 
payable debt of the State, $392,437, 35. 

Lt will be observed that under the act authorizing the issue 
of $500,000.00 six per cent. bonds, one-half mill is levied to pay 
interest on same, and to create a sinking fand to retire bonds 
when they mature, So that one-seventh of tae revenue raised. 
by the 3} mills tevy must be set apart for that purpose. 


+ > 
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The collections for the last fiseal year show that a tax of one, 
mill on the dollar of taxable property of the State yields $118,- 
507.34, and will serve as a basis for computing the necessary 
amount to levy, to meet expenses of the next two years. It is 
worthy of notice that the last assessment is only $560,768 
greater than the one preceding it. (See Auditor's Report for 
1887, page 225. ) + 

Had the recommendation of the Ways and Means Committee 
of the last House, to levy Four MILLS tax, been adopted, the 
situation would now be more satisfactory.
